Obituary. 


MERVYN O, FERGUBON 

Mervyn ©. Ferguson, who was 
among earlier settlers of Didsburs, 
passed away at his home in Calgary 
on Monday, April 26. 

Born in Waterloo County, Ont., 
March 28 1887, he came with his 
parents to Didsbury in 1900, who 
settled on a homestead north east of 
town. Moving to Calgary in 1907, 
he lived in that city until 1016, 
when he joined the Canadian En- 
gineers in the first great war and 
served until 19:9 In 1921 he went
